Probably very few members of the 
average theatre audience have ever wit- 
nessed the production of a play from 
“behind the scenes.” Those who have 
had this interesting experience are well 
aware that the Stage Manager is the 
absolute ruler of “all he surveys.” Stars, 
supporting players and stage hands must 
accept his every word as law—and from 
the moment the curtain rises until the 
play is over his is the responsibility and 
command. For several years the back- 
stage of The Cape Playhouse has been 
in the most capable hands of Whitfield 
Cook, experienced through ten years of 
Broadway and summer theatre produc- 
tions. Since leaving Yale Drama School, 
where he studied under Professor George 
Pierce Baker, Mr. Cook has handled 
more than sixty productions. of import- 
ance as well as several smaller theatri- 
cal presentations. Audiences of last 
summer will also remember Mr. Cook as 
the director of the very successful com- 
edy THE LADY HAS A HEART, star- 
ring Elissa Landi.

Eugene Fitsch, who each week designs 
and superintends the building and paint- 
ing of The Cape Playhouse _ scenery, 
ranks today with the foremost scenic de- 
signers in the theatre. Mr. Fitsth re- 
ceived his early training in small sum- 
mer theatres, his first association being 
with the old Provincetown Theatre, 
where he worked with such masters of 
scenic design as Robert Edmond Jones 
and others. During the past four years 
he has been associated with Joe Mielzin- 
er, considered the most able of all de- 
signers, and during this association 
Eugene Fitsch has worked on the de- 
sign and construction of over fifty Broad- 
way productions. This past season in 
New York was a busy one for him as he 
was @€ngaged in nearly twenty produc- 
tions, including the two smash musical 
hits STARS IN YOUR EYES and BOYS 
FROM SYRACUSE. 


Scenic design is not the only interest 
in Kugene Fitsch’s life for he has made 
an enviable name for himself in the field 
of lithography and in the past year aid- 
ed in the formation of a lithograph 
club which now has three presses. Much 
of his time this past winter was taken in 
a new pursuit when he was commission- 
ed to execute*several murals for the 
New York World’s Fair. Mr. Fitsch’s 
largest contribution to the Fair is a 
35x60 foot mural for The Medical Center 
and two smaller ones for the Amusement 
Center. In addition to this work he also 
assisted in the design of the huge map 
of the United States in the General Mo- 
tors exhibit, a map which shows road 
conditions of today together with the 
probable transcontinental roads of the 
World of Tomorrow.

CAPE PLAYHOUSE SCHOOL NOTES 


In 1923, Leo Bulgakov left the Regional 
Group of the famous Moscow Art The- 
atre and with Madame Bulgakov—also 
of the Regional Group, came to America. 
First as an actor, then as producer and 
director, the American Stage was not 
hesitant in recognizing Leo Bulgakov as . 
one of the more talented exponents of 
modern drama. Madame Bulgakov, af- 
ter leading roles in countless long-run 
productions, has established herself be- 
yond contradiction as an actress of ex- 
treme ability. Such, briefly, is the pro- 
fessional background of the directorial 
faculty of The Cape Playhouse School. 


More explicitly, Mr. Bulgakov, in his 
sixteen years in this country, has pro- 
duced fifteen plays and directed approx- 
imately thirty more, including such suc- 
cesses as “The Sea Gull,” “One Sunday 
Afternoon,” “Prologue To Glory,” and 
several three-starred motion pictures. 


The Cape Playhouse School, in its ef- 
fort to provide its apprentices with rep- 
ertory training, chose well in selecting 
the Bulgakovs as heads of the drama de- 
partment. To train young actors satis- 
factorily in this manner has long been 
their ambition, and the first seeds of 
their experience in this field were plant- 
ed at the famous old Provincetown 
Theatre where so many of Hugene 
O’Neill’s play were tried out. They felt, 
however, that until they could devote 
their entire time to the project, it 
would be better to drop the experiment 
for a short while. 


On Mr. Bulgakov’s return from a 
three-year stay in Hollywood, he seri-
